Aa per your request I sent Southern Conference Repre¬ 
sentative Weldon Mathia into Nashville to investigate the 
request for a separate charter covering members employed 
in various miscellaneous companies. You will recall this 
request waa signed by about a dozen members. 

We find thet a meeting was held which was called by 
Mr. Broda and attended by aome miscellaneous people, how¬ 
ever it ia charged that admittance to the meeting was 
denied to aome officers of the union. At this meeting 
and subsequent to it several hundred names were signed to 
a petition requesting this charter be granted; but, now 
it ia clear that there are 1100 of the approximately 
1800 which would be covered by the separate charter that 
have signed a petition stating they do not want a sepa¬ 
rate charter. Therefore, as you can sae we have a very 
confused situation. 

I would auggeat calling a special meeting of the 
Local Union Juat aa we did three years ago when this 
aame question came up and at that time let the people 
diacuaa the matter thoroughly and vote on whether or not 
they want to make an official request. If it is done in 
thia manner then w* would be in a position to issue the

Therefore, you will see the request which is signed 
by Wilfred J. Sefton. Their Local Union Is speaking for the other two 
Local Unions.

During our meeting in Washington, Mr. Wm. Tiller, 
Central Conferenoe Repreeentative, brought to your attention 
the two hundred fifty (250) auxiliary workere, a splinter 
group atteapting for some years to secede from the United Mine 
Workers. These people are maintenar.ee emoloyees employed at 
the ooal pits in Sydney, Nova Scotia. 

To date the U.M.W. has spent 122,600.00 on legal fees 
in an effort to forestall a new group being certified. Attempts 
ere Bade bv the Pattern Makers, I.B.E.W. and I.A.M. to 
organise this group. 

The Sunre.ne Court of Canada ruled that the employees 
could revoke the check-off authorization and forced the U.M.W. 
to return JH.400.00 in dues, and a further *13,800.00 is held 
in escrow by the Dominion Steel and Coal corporation. 

The applications to the Labour Relations Board were 
rejeoted and the Board ruled on each occasion that the group 
was to remain a part of the U.M.W. certification. This ruling 
was disputed in the Supreme Court of Nova Scotia and the Court 
upceld the decision of the Board. At the present time the group 
oalled Central Auxiliary Workers are part of the U.M.W. 
Certification and I feel very sure they will remain there if 
the Labour Board of Nova Scotia have anything to do with it. 

The U.M.W. are going to fight every move to have them removed 
from the unit. 






Some doubt exist* that anything can be done for them 
at any rata. Ho increaae hat been granted in the Nova Scotia 
Mines sines 1952. About l/3 of the mines will be closed in 
January of 1961 and tha Daninion Stael and Coal Corporation 
have withdrawn a wags offer. 

Unlaaa tha Conference is looking for more trouble in 
such as we had in New Brunswick, I recommend we keep 
out of ths'U.M.V. (Distriot 26) camp.

Our hiatory ia aa followai Maubarahip conpriaaa tradesmen of general 
repair and naintainanca a ho pa of tha Dominion Coal Conpany Liuitad at Glaca Bay, Nova 
Saotia. Thia la a aubaldary of tha A.7. Rob group. Tha uaubara foruarly balongad to 
tha Unitad Nina Workere of Anarica which ia tha recognised Union by tha Company for all 
it'a anployaaa, tha grcatect majority of whom ara coal minara. In 1955* 90 % of tha 
tradaaman in tha ahopa mentioned ibcva, movad to forn thair own Union (C.A.W.U.). 

Thia nova waa bittarly oppoaad by tha U.M.W. of A., tha ennloyera and tha Provincial 
Labor authorltiaa. Tha Company continuad to daduct dues from our wage a in tha nana of 
tha O.M.W. of A. without our aonaant. We wara forcad into court action which rendered 
ua a favourabla daciaion, but waa not finaliaad until our opponanta loa* thair final 
appaal to tha full Ranch of tha Suprana Court of Canada. All noniaa illagally daductad 
wara ratumad to our mambara. We have mada a vary nova of which wa'ra capabla within tha 
law to gain recognition, bat to data wa hava not bean eucceaeful. Wa ara adndful of tha 
feat that tha Ccaipany with which we are employed, carriea conaidarabla weight in tha 
inner circlaa of tha Province. Alao, that tha U.K.W. of A. ia probably one of tha fattaat, 
weakeat and meatJellied Uniona in Canada to-day, and in thia area do a a nothing but 





carry Mt the wiebea of the employer, and for that raaaon la tha prafarrad Union. 

We have made aovare1 ettampta to affiliata with tha Canadian Labor 
Congreae. Thoir raaaona wara that they did not wlah to offand tha U.M.W., thua prevent

to include tha manlier ahopa operated by tha aana Company in tha nearby coanunitiaa. 

Thia ie of neeaaaity, a vary eketchy outline, but we hopa ia aufficiant 
to arouee your intaraat. 

In view of your public atatanent of being lntereated in organising 


Canadian Labor, we aak your eaeiatence. If it ba poeaible for ua to become part of your 
n , me would feal honoured to conaidar any propoaition you may offer. 

It could ba that your Union would gain a foothold neceeaery to expand in 
thia area where there ia a lot of good wort to ba dona, and a lot of poor work to ba 
undone. 

are hopeful you will investigate our situation, and thereby offer 
aoiee propoaala through which wa may gain our objectives.

It nay ba of intaraat to note that wa are in a aound financial poaition

Dear Sir and Brother: 

On January >, I960, Joe Konowe wrote me aaking that 1 check into 
the background of two peoplo in Ottawa, both of whom aeem to be 
intereated in getting a Teamiter charter so they could launch them* 
selvea into an organising program in our jurisdiction in the Ottawa 
Metropolitan area. 

On January 25, I960, I met both these people in Ottawa and spent about 
three hours in their company discussing our potential in Ottawa, and 
their proepect of organising therein. One of them, ^ugene Sisttie, is 
a full time representative of the Hotel and Restaurant Employees Local 
Union, the other, Earl Calagoure, is presently operating a junk yard 
•nth several of hia brothers, and has operated several dump trucks of 
hia own in the paat but recently sold his trucks. 

Earl Calagoure ia the man who is principally interested in getting a 
charter. Eugene Sisttie ia a cloae friend of Calagoure, and is willing 
to help Calagoure when he can, but Sisttie has no intention of giving up 
his cooks and waiters union to organise for a Teamsters Local Union. 

Calagoure ia 42 years of agci and claims to have extensive acquaintance in 
the construction industry in Ottawa. He felt, when first I talked to him, 
that if he could obtain a Teamster charter, he could organise construction 
drivers into a union of which he would be business representative and 
could then go out and by using his acquaintance with the construction 
industry, he could then organise an association of construction employers, 
and be an officer in this employers association also. He was very much 



eurprieed when 1 told him that there were laws in Canada that prohibited 
auch actiona, and he indicatad to me that he waa aure thia could atill be 
eccompliahed by indirection, and although I cautioned him on thia I am 
of the opinion that if Calagoure geta a Teamater charter, he will not be 
happy until he ia aleo trying to organiae Employera in the conatruction 
induatry, without regard to the riak involved into an aaaociation. 

Calagoure alao diecueaed with me a large excavating contractor in Ottawa 
who hae from 80 to 100 drivera on hie payroll, named Hugh Grant, 

Calagoure knowa Grant well and feele aure he can organize Grant in abort 
order once he geta a Teamater charter. Grant haa already defeated 
aeveral attempta to organiae hia employeea, and by Calagoure'a own 
admiaaion Grant ia a tough cualomer to ahave, and aaide from an in- 
etinctive hunch that he can organize Grant and keep him organized, 

Calagoure gave me no reaaon for hia feeling that he could organize Grant. 

Aa Konowe eaya in hia letter of January 8, I960, Calagoure haa great 
plane for the future. He diacuaaed with me the other induatriea coming within 
the juriadiction of our International Union, and wanted to know if he could 
organiae outaide of the conatruction induatry. I aaaured Calagoure that if 
he wea able to do ao he could organize anything not already organized by 
aomeone elae. During our converaation Calagoure aaked me two or three 
timea if the International Union would aubaidize him until he could develop 
an organiaation in the Ottawa area, and I aaaured him each time he aaked 
that the International Union would not donate him one confounded cent, and 
that if he did get a Teamater charter he would be on hia own aa far aa in¬ 
come waa concerned, that if he needed advice or the help of a representa¬ 
tive of the International Union from time to time, that aome one would be in 
to aaalet him with everything but money but that he would be expected to 
find hie own funda. 

Calagoure alao told me that he had contacted 1. M. (Casey) Dodds in 
Wtndaor about aixty daya prior to my talk with Calagoure, relative to 
obtaining a Teamater charter and that Dodda had aent a man in to talk 
to Calagoure and Siattie, and that Dodda' man had not aeemed too en- 
thuaiaetic about a Teamatera Charter for Calagoure, and that when he 
left Ottawa after meeting Calagoure, Dodda man, whoae name Calagoure, 
had forgotten, told Calagoure he would report to Dodda and Dodda would 
then make a decieion and Calagoure aaid he haa had no word from Dodda 
aince. Calagoure alao told me that Dodda haa two full time men in Ottawa 
organiaing and aervicing organized Teamatera in the area, and that aa far 
aa Calagoure knowa, we already have a number of organized Teamatera in 
Ottawa who hold memberahip in Teamater Uniona in Ontario. Ottawa ia 
right on the border between the Provincea of Quebec and Ontario, being 
about 200 milea northeaat of Toronto. 

1 am of the opinion that Calagoure would not be able to organize succeaa- 
fully if he did obtain a Teamater charter aince I am convinced he ia much 
more intereated in organizing employera in the conatruction induatry into 
an aaaociation than any proapective union organizer haa any right to be, 
and in apite of my cautioning him on thia point, I am of the opinion he

Tba Montana Joint Counoil ol* Taamatar'a f83 wirad you 
on Oatobar 4, but, to data, bars bad no reply. It baa 
always baan our undsratending that you rapliad promptly 
to all ooamunioationa, even tboaa from a rank and fils 
mambsr. Parbapa if I explained tba situation I wirad 
you about mors fully, you would understand wby we are 
ao oonoarnad about it. 

1 represent tba teamatera in tba four area paot, and 
tba otbar tbraa unions, tba laborers, engineera, and tba 
oarpantara aaob have a looal in Glasgow, Montana. Tba 
teamatera tbara are endeavoring to organize a looal, and 
with tbe new air base and atomio plant tbara plus tbe 
surrounding territory, they oould have an organization 
of about tbraa hundred (300) members. Olaagow baa the 
railroad workers, and a oentral labor oounoll with 
approxlcmtely tan (10) affiliated looala. 

Tba Montana Joint Counoil of Taamatar'a #83 definitely 
feels that a taamatar'a looal should be aet up in Glasgow, 
and feel, further, that tbe International and tba taamatar'a 
aovmment aa a whole are suffering beoauaa of tbia dispute. 

Tbe Montana contractor's Aaaoolatlon on heavy and highway 
oonatruetlon, who have signed our taamatar'a labor agreement 
are screaming about tba caamatera not policing the eastern 
part of the state. At you know, tba closest looal to 
Qlaagow la Havre wbiob la about ona hundred sixty (160) miles 
away, and they do not have a full tima business agent. 
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Billings, on tha other hand, la about five hundred rorty 
(S40) Biles away, and we fael that the business agent there, 
Don Blewett, has all he oan do to take oare of looal 190 
In Billings aa It la a olty or some 60,000 population. Be 
wanta to take oare of Glasgow, but we honestly reel that 
Glasgow oould not oa adequately servioed by one so rar sway. 

Another important point that the man in Glasgow are gravely 
aonoernad about la the faot thaty they want to be able to 
set up e loael thera in order that they may hold their 
Beatings there, and aleot their orfioers, and work out their 
problems, and the Joint Counoil feels that this is s legimate 
aonoarn. A further problem at the present time is the faot 
that the duaa, initiation fees, eto., are oolleoted by the 
acting buaineaa agent of the Havre looal, who la on a 
eomalaalon baala, and he aends them in to the seoretary of 
the Havre looal. This oroates quite a problem as you oan 
aoe. Another point under muoh disoussion was that of the 
transfers and withdrawal oarda. As things now stand the 
ooting buaineaa agent has to send the names of the men re¬ 
questing transfers or withdrawal cards into the seoretary 
at Havre, who, in turn, has to request the transfer, and 
all of this takes a great deal of time, and is highly un¬ 
satisfactory to all oonoerned. These men in Glasgow are 
members of other looala in the country and know oonstruotion 
work, and oould have a good looal to help organize the town, 
aervioe stations and piok-up and delivery drivers inoluded. 
The Joint Counoll in ready and willing at all times to help 
any looal who needs asaistanoe, and would do this without 
any diotatorahip or undue supervision over the looal. Wa 
understand in the latter that Brother Crosby has reoommended 
to give Don Blewett from looal 190 theae powers. 

At the reoent Western Conference meeting in Reno, Brother 
Mohan statad that no oharter will be set up in Glasgow. 
Brother Hoffa, we of the Montana Joint Counoil 3, simply 
do not understend why suoh a oharter oannot be set up in an 
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area where a large group of teamsters wish to organize 
and maintain a looal. I was in Glasgow for a few days 
laat week and contacted many of the men oonoerned about 
thia problem, and it ia my ainoere opinion that Glasgow 
should ba iaaued thia charter. 

Tha enclosed minutes of the 4pril meeting of the Joint 
Council ahowa tha considerable dissension betwen Don 
Blawett and the Council. Mr. Blewett tendered his res¬ 
ignation, and sinoe that tine he has endeavored to take 
over tha eastern part of the state. He is no longer a 
member of tha Montana Joint Counoil, and we feel that ha 
la hurting tha teamster movement as a whole by his actions. 
I an also enclosing a copy of tha October 9 Joint Counoll 
meeting. 

Herein, too, you will find a map of the state of Montana 
which may give you a more comprehensive idea of tha 
diatancea involved, and may halp you to arrive at a fair 
daoiaion. 

Prother Hoffa, plaasa give this matter your individuel 
and aarnaat consideration, and advise me of your decision 
Just aa soon as possible.

Proaidant Mogua callod tha aeeting to ordor. 

Roll Call of Officorat Showed all praaant and alao Shorty Bird of 
Tabor Truck Linoa. 

Mlnutaa of tha laat aeeting: A notion waa aada, aacondad and paaaad 
that tha roading of tha ainutaa of tha laat aoating ba poatponad inaamuch 
aa it waa tha annual aoating and tha Recording Secretary haa not had 
aufficiant tlaa to coaplota tha ainutaa. 

A quaation waa raiaod about aach Local Union filing atriko aanctiona 
whara tha Joint Council waa tha bargaining agent. It waa datarainad 
that the Joint Council ahould aand a ballot for the nocoaaary 
inforaation to oach Local Union involved and file only one atrike 
aanction. 

1. There were aeveral coaraunicationa relative to the experience rating 
of both the Montana Teaaatera Eaployera Truat and the Tearaatera AGC 
Truat, aa well aa the proaiuaa paid. 

2. A roceipt froa the Montana Labor Council of $5.00. Thie Council 
waa oatabliahed to fight the Rlght-to-Work Bill. 

3. A atrike aanction raquoat on Beatrice Fooda Coapany froa Local 190. 
Grantod. 

4. A lotter froa Local 112, Havre, aignod by Droat relative to the 
enqlneera on Ready-Mix trucka and aon working at Hart and United Truck. 
Unfiniahod buaineaa. 

5. A lotter froa Local 45 about Walt Heaa being grantod a leave of 
abaence of aore than ninety daya, which ia not prohibitod in the 
potroleua agreoaent. The Secretary wrote a lettor ao notifying the 
coapany. 

6. A lotter froa Local 593 about United Tranafer receiving righta 
ovor Rogera Paaa to Groat Falla and alao wondering about a driver, 
George Eahanbackor. Unfiniahod. 

7. A lotter froa the International about the Sonate Labor Racketa 
Ceaaittoo. 

8. An agreoaent froa Local 45 on the concreto aixing companies and 
the Great Falla Eaployera' Council.

3b. Tha ainutes of tha aaating of Safaway Storaa hald aaong Union 
officiala in Phoenix. Unfiniahad. 

36. A report of Shorty Bird. It was aaked that tha regular ordar of 
buainaaa oa aat aaida to haar tha caaplainta of Driver Bird. Driver 
Bird wo a cancarned with tha aannar in which thay were bidding new 
trucka and rebuilt trucka. It waa axplained that tha trucks, avan 
though rebuilt, ware tha aaas trucka. Ho alao had the probleia of 
drivera operating through Groat Falla inatead of aplitting. Another 
probloa waa tha bidding of tha trucka and tha aaintanance of tha drivars 
an tha trucka lnataad of extra board aon. Hia next problaa was that 
af a correct deteraination of tha ailaaga. Tha laat problaa waa that 
of Driver Bolt Hose and it waa auggaated that the flatter ba claared up 
with Howard Burton. A latter was to bs written by tha Secretary undar 
the aoal of Joint Council No. 23, outlining tha decisions surrounding 
tha questions of Driver Bird.

Local No. 4b . Great Falla - Henry LaFebro rsportingi 

Brother Henry raoortad that tha crasaariaa had settled thair contract. 
They had originally reiacted tha contract, but when the coapaniea 
offered thea 14{ and lOf in tha present of tha conciliator thay 
acoaptad it 28 ta 2. Tha eaployera ware real shook up and thraataned 
to withdraw frea tha Eaployera 1 Council. Brother Henry reporta that 
it mi net a vary good agreeaent bocauaa of tha low wages, aaaaonal 
aaplayea and no Health and Belfares however, tha aapleyas did racaiva 
rotroaatlva pay which aaountad to 1132.00 to $160.00. Ha furthar 
reported that Local 190 had placed a picket on the Beatrice Fooda 
and the aan reapectod the picket. There waa one aan who crossed the 
picket line, but he did It without knowing the picket waa in front. 

Henry soya ha la having a problaa with one of tha fallows refusing to 
loin. But ha want down after tha contract waa settled and collected 
&44.b0. Ha furthor reported that ha had bean in a aaating with Blewett, 
Slaen and Burger, aa wall aa coapany officiala on Beatrice Foods. 

Brother Henry reported that the laundries had offered only 4$, but tha 
••players aora atlll taking a lot of aoney in salaries. The drivers' 
waoee ware down bocauaa of establishing nub-atationa. In fact, tha 
drivara aro asking laaa new than thay ware in 19b2. 

Brother Henry reported that hia Local Union had authorized hia to 
attend tha Bostorn Conference In Seattle and there waa soas discussion 

about hotel raaaa 

■rather Henry reported on tha drivera of Buttraya. He said that tha 
drivara had been generally going slang on tha wages and conditions of 
Safeway Itaros and that ha know of no agraaaant. Ha thought that tha 
drivara should ba undar contract. It waa hia understanding thare were 
enly four er five drivera. He said tha only contract ha knsw of with 
tottroys waa a pickup and delivery agreeaent, but there was no over- 
the-rasd. It waa proposed that the Buttraya drivars aign power of 
attorney to Joint Council No. 23 to negotiate thair agreeasnt. Tha 
ontlro aattar aaa than to later ba dlacuasod with Howard Burton. 

Brathor Henry reported on the opening of the garage aareeaant and also 
that thay did not open tha service station agraaaent for fear they 
alght laee the Health and Balfare. He eaid the service station aen 
do net aooa to ba vary concerned about thu agraaaent. 

Brother Honry'e next problea was that of the donations to tha Right-to- 
«ork fight, in which his Local Union hsd said they would give $1,000.00, 
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but he did not know how big tho chock* should bo snd how many chocks. 

Ho ooid ho dlocuosod tho isattor with tho Building Trsdoa in Groat Falls 
and thoy hod auggoatod that tho $27.50 that Local 45 was paying should 
bo turnod over to fight tho Right-to-Work Bill. Ho furthar atatod that 
■any orgonlaotiono had not dooitod. 

Lfilii. No. 6ofe . HoIona - Norson Sloan reporting! 

Brothor Sloan roportad that ha had boon away and had not boon ablo to 
do ouoh in Holona. Ho roportod that work wo a alow and that tho 
Kialy Construction Coaoony woo down bocouao of tho rain. Ha said that 
on tho Monick job ho nod pickod up a fow manbara. 

Local No. 112. Havre, Walt Droat reporting! 

Tho Joint Council woa anxious to oao Walt Orost bock to work after hia 
aicknooo. Brothor Droat roportad that thoy had about a half dozen 
rood Jobe and feat ho and McCoraick had boon down to Glasgow and hired 
a pert-tin* oon. Ha atatod thay hod boon hiring a part-tin* nan for 
construction ooch yoor and that it waa costing than a lot of nonoy to 
maintain a non at Glasgow. Ho atatod ha waa having sons problan with 
aub-centractera at Glasgow who war* non-union. Ha is alao having 
aoaaa troublo with Norgaurd and Kilty, a company fron Williston, North 
Dakota. 

arothor Droat roportod that ha waa naving trouble with this Markow who 
owns a transfer company thara at Glasgow. Ho said ha had organized 
two stations at Glasgow. 

Brothor Droat roportod that thoy wore having a problan in Havre with 
tha Beatrice Food driver^. Ho uaid that if the driver did not pay 
hia duaa in tha Union ho was going to have to put a picket on tha 

E lse* and aMybo go to Groat Falls. It looked to hin like McClure was 
acking tha drivor not to pay hi.a duaa. H* atatod that all other 
delrloa in Havre had a aignod agreement and that tha non war* paid on 
a cemmiaaian or $91.00 for 48-hcur weak, plus the Health and Welfare. 
Ha a$ld ho put out 1500 hand bills on Boatric* Foods. Ho roportad 
that thoy had put a plckat on the England Construction Company, who 
was a Minnesota outfit. 

Local no. S3 . Boxanan - Bob Ranpy reporting! 

Brother Raspy roportod that things war* going good and that thay had 
settled tha croamory agroamant. Tho bakery and lunbar agreements 
Mr* not settled. Ha roportad thara waa quit* a bit of construction 
around Beaoman and down on tha Gallatin Gateway. Ha did have a 
diaputo with tho Kialy Construction who waa doing atraat work in 
Bazoman. Ha roportod that McGloughlin had a job that started the 
first of the nonth. 

Brothor Bob roportod that h* had gone to Salt Lake City on business 
and whilo tharo had not with Fulmar Latter, Frank Baldwin and Clarence 
Lott about tha tank outfits, particularly Ford Johnson Company, who 
la looaod to PI.E., and H. F. Johnson. It aoons aa though tha nan 
do not belong to the Union. Brothor Ranpy furthar reported that the 
Local had organizod tha Gallatin Valley Seed and sottlad on the Idaho 
ogroasaont. 

Local No. 4lk . Livingston • Bob Ranpy reporting! 

arothor Ranpy roportod that LoLond* Construction, of Sidney, had two 
jobs just east of Livingston. Thay had not started up vary strong and 
all h* had so far waa tha water truck drivers, but thoy war* going to 
put a lot of now equipment in. 
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He reported thet they were having trouble with a coke and beer distri¬ 
butor* The coupany had aold out and tha new boaa wouldn't sign an 
agreement. The coiapany handlaa Ranier and Schlitz. 


bundling Conatruction Company of Livingaton haa a job in Wilsall which 
ia non-union. Bob aaid they were going to maka avery attempt to ahut 
him off when ha starts oiling and that they would notify Local 190 when 
they were in a position to organize. 

He reported that the Induatrial Towei Company of Livingaton sends 
drivers ail over tha state, but they do net have an agreement. He 
asked the Joint Council to conaidar writing an agreement to cover this 
coiapany for ail of the employes throughout tha state. They have 
drivers stationed at Havre, Great Falls, Livingston and Billings. 

Brother Rewpy reported that he was going to tne Western Conferenca. 

Local no. Butte - Thomas Connolly reporting: 

Bud reported tnat they had aattled the service station agreement and 
that he had a problem with seven aervica stations signing. They had 
a picket on thaae aervica stations for four hours. 

He reported tnat the pickup and dalivery agraemant of the big Five 
had been settled for 7{ and that the Safeway Distributing Company had 
been settled for from 11{ to 21$, plus job security and the seniority 
clause. Thare was considerable difficulty with Safeway over Sunday work. 
They have now clarified this to where the Sunday work ia only in the 
event of an emergency. They also raceived soma new classifications and 
a uniform allosmnce. The coiapany would not grant the $2.^0 to the 
hoatlera and they offared them only $2,494. Next year Safeway goes 
back into tha General Agreament. They ara using only 82 men where 
they did uaa 140 men before they moved into the new warehouse. They 
alae received a new condition whereby the pickup and delivery could 
only go to a painted line within tha warehouse. 

Brother Connolly reported that they have a job of Kewitt's at Lyman 
and a job at tha Nine Mile on Fc.F. He reported that there were a lot 
of men out of work in Butte, 

Local NO. 190. Billings - Don Blewett reporting: 

Everything going good. 

Local No. 101 . Anaconda - John Mogus reporting: 

Brother John reported that tha city, county and state agreements were 
open and the employes were asking for the Health and Welfare. Tney 
had a meeting aat up for next week with the Highway Department, the 
County Commissioners and the Mayor. They also want some changes in 
the workino conditions. He raportad the service stations raceived an 
automatic increase this year. 

Brother John reported that there was a job at Georgetown Lake. He 
also aaid there was more work on the quarry and on tha flume job. 

He aaid it aaemed like everybody was working and that thay had called 
a few men in from Butts. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS i 

1. The first order of business was the matter of the United Labor 
Council. Brother Sloan explained who was represented on the Council. 

He also asked about tne Local Unions who had not yet contributed. 

2. The letter from Local 112, Havre, on the Ready-Mix drivers who 
belong to the angineera. This matter was referred to tne Four Power 
Pact and Harold Thairan. On the matter of Hart Motor Express at 
Glasgow, it was moved, seconded and passed that the Secretary write 

a letter to F. O. Stromberg and also to Hart Motor about the violations. 
The office of the Hart Motor Express is in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 




3. Tho letter from Local 393 about United Truck operating over 
Rmgers Paaa. It wos determined that the Secretary should first find 
out if this ia the United Truck Company owned by Manlowe or tha 
trucking company out of Groat Falia before answering the ietter. 

4, Tho noxt question was that of the April IB proposals of Bice 
Truck Lines. It was neted by Don Blewett that subsequent to the 
April IB mmetlng he and the committee of A1 Clyde and Clem Fry had 
met with Jack Curry and Jerome Andersen for additional negotiations 
in which the company had made a considerably better proposal than tha 
April 18 proposal. 

At this point President Mogua severely criticized Don Blewett for 
mooting with the company without the other members of the Joint Council. 
It wea neted by Brother Sloan that brother Birmingham had told him never 
tm meet without the cempany of at laaat two members of the Joint 
Council, brother Sloan alae atatad that the drivers in Holena wanted 
the same seals of weges aa the dry freight industry. He noted that in 
putting out a ballot that the drivers had takan the ballot box. 

Don Blewett explained that two yoara ago he and tha committee had 
nogotleted the Bice, Hagoman and H. F. Johnson agreements without any 
additional aaaiatance from members of the Joint Council. The results 
of those negotiations were handed to the Joint Council in meeting and 
the action of Pon Blewett am a approved. He further pointod out that 
Frank Birmingham had asked him to negotiate the petroleum agreements 
ef the Joint Council in Billings and vicinity at a meeting in Great 
Falla in the fell ef 1937. He further stated that he could see nothing 
wrong in what ho had done. He felt that the criticism of the President 
wea unwarranted and that hla only intention was that of assisting the 
Joint Council in every menner that he could to complete the agreement. 

He atatad that ho had not made any agreements which had not been 
apprmved by the Joint Council and tha drivers. If either the Joint 
Council or the Teemstera turnod it down there was no commitment in 
those negotiations. Ho furthor atatod that he met in company of a 
eemmittoe of the drivers with the company and did not meet without a 
wAtneaa ot any and all mettara that took place. 

Den Blowmtt folt that if the matter of the Bice Truck Lines negotiations 
ao upeot the pattern, of which ho had no knowledge, that had been 
oatabilehod by the Joint Council to the contrary of hia actions, he 
folt that for the beat interests of ail concorned that he should tender 
hia resignation at the completion of this meeting. 

3. The noxt question wea the matter of Beatrice Foods contract. It 
was proposod that tha meeting of Bafewey negotiations to be hold on 
Tuoaday, Juno 10, in Butte, tnie question should be ciarifiod. 

4. The noxt quoetion was that of the ietter from Marlowe about the 
hiring hell and it wea agroed that the attornoya should draw up a 
clause that conformmd with the law, 

7, The matter of tho mooting aa requested by the Truck Operators 
Loegue waa then discussod and it wma agreed that the meeting could be 
ettondod by tho Negotiating Committoo of the Joint Council. 

•• The letter from Groat Northern about the negotiations was discussed 
and it would be lmpeseible to hold a meeting for negotiations before 
July 1938. 

9. The matter of the Northern Pacific Transport contract which was 
to be offtred to the drivers. It was pointed out by botn Connolly 
and Blewett that the drivers had a serious question about Rules 18(a) 
end 24(f), which doelt witn tomporary bids and being dropped for a 

E eriod of eight hours. Brother Blowett suggested that tne drivers be 
allettod on tho two points only, as above listed, and, further, he 
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stated that he had talked to Klaaaen and that the wag# offar ha thought 
could bo inertaatd to IO 4 each yaar during tho thraa year pariod. It 
was then auggoatod that tha drivara ba ballotted aa quickly aa pottibla 
an thaaa two iaauaa and than tha contract ba rafarrad to Klassen. 

10. A lattar from Jack Priam to Woodard was than diacutaad and Don 
Blawatt aaid ha brought it up only that tha Joint Council might know 
that Buckingham waa going to oparata to Missoula and that thay would 
ba paid under tha dry freight alaapar cab agreement. 

11. Tha ■otter of tha mooting of tha Unions on Safeway in Phoenix was 
than fully dlacuaaad. 

an iiM' 

Tha Union Security Clausa for tha AGC was than thoroughly dlacuaaad aa 
it ralataa not only to tha Teamatera but to tha othar crafts, particu¬ 
larly tha labarara. It waa moved, aacondad and paasadthat tha matter 
ba rafarrad to tha President, Secretary and Attorney Bill Fraabourna 
ta complete a Union Security Claaa which conforaad to tha law.

There waa seme diacuaaion paaaad around tha table. At tha completion 
of tha diacuaaion, Don Blawatt tendered hia resignation aa Recording 
Secretary of tha Joint Council of Teamsters. There was no action 
taken an tha resignation.

In oampltanoa wtth pour lattar of Auguat 27, 1958, I Hava tnoaat tgatad 
tha raquaat of Joint Council No. 23 to have a ohartar plaoad in tha 
araa of Qlaagow, Montana. 

Tharo ta ovary raoaon to anttotpata military oxpondtturaa for atrbaaa 
raada, ato., tn tha ganaral araa of Qlaagow within tha foraaaaabla 
futura ta tha axtant of $50,000,000 whtoh would indioat a ovar tha 
noxt a lx or aavan yaara that a mambarahtp of 250 paopla on oonatruo- 
tian alona ooold ba antiotpatad. 

Qlaagow, a otty with maximum population batwaen four and ftva 
thouaamd paopla, mould hava ooma oommaroial mambarahtp avatlabla. 

Should tha Intarnattonal aaa fit to grant a ohartar to thta arm a, 
tt ta my rmoommandatton that authority to auporvtao tha affairm and 
aottvittaa of tha now offtoiala tn tha Qlaagow araa bo plaoad tn 
tha handa of tha Saormtary of Tamaatar Local Unton No. 190 at 
Btllingo, Montana. I maka thta rmoommandatton for tha following 
rmoaona: 

Tharo appaara to bo tha dtattnot poaaibtltty that if tha looal unton 
at Qlaogow oan gat atartod tn good ahapa and avotd tha normal pit - 
fmlla that foaa a now unton, aomattma tn tha fixturm tha otty of 
Qlandiva might by agrmamant ba added to tha Jurtad tot tonal araa 
of Qlaagow. Q1 endive ta a otty of 12,000 population, wtth approx¬ 
imately 125 pmapla prmaantly organixad. 

At tha prmaant time Qlandiva ta wtthtn tha Jurtad tot tonal araa of 
Looal 190, and I am oartatn that Don Blawatt would ba wtiling to 
atd and aaatat tha now afftotalm at Qlaagow. ffta haadqpiart are 
tn Btlltnga ta roughly 20Qmtlaa from Qlaagow, while the Havre looal 
to alightly in axoeao of ISOmtlea.

parchaaed this land contemplating a building equal in sise to the Atonic 
Plant built near Paducah which would croate another "boon" in this area. 


Boo to the unemployment situation, which is practically in depression 
stages through Vestern Kentucky, the people in the Vickliffo area were 
desirous of being first enployed on such a Job if snd when it should 
begin. These people know, of course, that the union having jurisdiction 
over a construction Job will naturally refer members prior to signing 
any sew usnbers excepting those who nay already be on the job. 

There waa another nesting hold March 25, 1958, in which I had members 
planted. Also Mr. 3m Trefts, Secretary-Tressurer of Local #347, was 
present ia this nesting.

Ra: Local tlir, RC1A, located at 300 Meat f filth St., 
New York City, having jurisdiction In the retail 
hahary and confectionery Induatry) 


Representatives of thla group approached me about the poaalhlllty of getting 
a chartar from tha Teamatera Union. 

They hnve approximately 1100-1000 membera. The memherahip ia broken 
down ia each a wny that about 1100 are employed by well-known chain 
organlaattona, auch aa Loft, Barton, Barrlclnl, Hanacom and Eblnger, with 
tha balance of the membara worhlng for amall Individual atoree. 

Yoetarday 1 explored with tha officers of this union (John Dowd, preeldent, and 
Michael Tucker, buaineae rapreentative) their reaaon for eeeking a change in 
affiliation. Thay lndicatnd to me that thay fait thay were being atymled by the 
International Union, and apacifically by the activitiee of Dave Lafayette, their 
International representative. Antagonism betwaen them and their International 
repreeentatlve has bean incraaeiag. They also feel that from the point of 
view of expanding the organixatlon they do not see any possibility with their 
preeeat affiliation. 

I diecuaaad with tham why jfthay did not poaaibly think ia terme of the 
International Bakery worhere aad they told me that even though the Bakery 
International woald like vary much for them to Join their union, they did not 
feel that it offered the aama kind of protection or possibility of growth aa a 
chartar from tha Teamatera Union would afford them. One of the motivetlng 
factors in approaching un ia that the Teamatera Union controls the deliveries 
of tha large chain outflta. 

I had quite a loag discussion with them aa to their contract situation and was told 
that the only contract that could now be considered a bar against a shift in 
affiliation woald be with Loft, where the agreement does not expire until June, 
bat that the contracts at Barricini, Hanacom, etc., are either being re-negotiated 
or oa the vergwof termination, so that they present no problem. They also have 
aa arrangement with Loft and barebad Barricini that wherever the compeny opens 
ap a aaw Installation, it automaticallly comae under the collective bargaining

It doer not aeem practical to me to Issue a charter 
for Bogalusa until such time as we have organised a 
sufficient number of members to operate a local union. 

Aa your records will show, a charter was Issued for 
Bogalues a few years ago and It was necessary to pick 
that charter up, since we did not receive enough coopera¬ 
tion from the local people to build a charter to the point 
that It could function. 

It seema to me that the best way to proceed In this matter 

la to organize thaaa people Into our local union either 

In Oulfport. or Baton louge. La., and since there are per¬ 
sonal feelings In regard tc Btton Rouge. I would suggest 

that they be put Into the Oulfport local until such time 
aa there Is a sufficient number of people organized to 
maintain s charter. 

I wonder If your office could have Oeo. Meany, or someone 
with the AF of L write to the Central Trader Council and 
Inalst that they cooperate with our local unions In organl 
lng In that area.

regarding Robert Hull, Ravenna, Ohio, I 


Portage County, Ohio, Ilea Seat of Akron and West of Warren and Youngstown, and 
la predominantly rural in eharaotar. The only two citlea of any si*e in this 
Co nty are g*nt and Ravenna, each of which is approximately 10,000 in population. 

Moat of the trucking bueinaaa conducted in Portage County eonaiata of mlscella- 
neoea operations aoch aa a and and gravel hauling, truoking of farm products and 
inter-city gasoline hailing. Suoh Ovar-the-Road drivera aa realde In Portage 
County piek up thair freight at tareinela in Warren, Youngstown or Akron, and be¬ 
long to the local unions chartered in thoua oitlea. Aa you know. Local §2h has 
Jurisdiction of Ovwr-the-Soad drivera In Portage County, and Local #3L8 has Juris¬ 
diction over elaeellanaous drivers. 

On June 18, 1953, I eade e trip to Hr. Hull'a residence in Ravenna, Ohio, and waa 
informed that ha wea on the roed and would not be hone for at least a week. On 
July f, 1951, I called Mr. Rull by teleohone, and the following ia a brief resume 
of our conversation. 

Mr. Hull inarmed ne that he waa a member of Local Union 299 until two years ago. 
Me presently la not e member of ary local union. Mr. Hull owns two pieces of 
equipment and operetea one hlaeelf for the Alger Trucking Company out of Warren 
and Toungetown, 0h<o to Detroit, Michigan. Mr. Hull further stated that he was 
Secretary of the Portage County Trucking Association and believed that he could 
be of great help in assisting in the orgeniaation of drivers presently not belong¬ 
ing to epy local. I informed hi* that our International Union waa greatly inter¬ 
ested in orcanialng all non-union drivers, and that our local union would be

Ohio, he thought ha could be iery helpful, if ho vaa given a charter, in effect¬ 
ing organiaation of non-union driver*• I again informed him that our local union 
already had jurisdiction ovar Portage County, and that we would be willing to meet 
with him and utiliaa his assistance in organisation work* 

It la agr opinion, baaed on ay conversation with Mr* Hull, that he would like to

Union can provide all necessary service within Portage County and has made every 
af'ort to do eo, to date. Therefore, it is ay impression that there is no need 
to grant a charter in the City of Ravenna, Ohio,
